During the period (2011-2020) I was working as a Professor of Human Nutrition at the National Nutrition Policy Chair and as 
a Teaching Staff Member in the Community Health Department, College of Applied Medical Sciences of King Saud 
University, Riyadh, Kingdom of Saudi Arabia. 


I have long experience (>25 years) in higher and general education in teaching, research, training and curriculum development. 
I have teaching experience in human nutrition courses at the graduate and undergraduate levels for more than 15 years in 
different academic institutions of higher education (inside Sudan and abroad). 


As a mentor for graduate students, I have mentored and supervised over 20 MSc students in different field of Human Nutrition, 
this also include current activity as “Coordinator” for the Yale-Sudan Program for Research Mentorship, Leadership in 
Public Health (2020-2023). Nevertheless I’m one of the initiators of the Postgrad program at the AUW University. I have also 
worked as an External Examiner for PhD and MSc dissertations in many Universities. 


Impactful publications: I have published over 25 scientific articles in international, regional and local reputable journal; 20 
conference articles (conference presentations);; principle author of 2 books for Secondary School and other 3 technical 
nutrition related-books (on going activity) and translation of 1 book (published by London School of Hygiene). And as a 
reviewer for many regional and international journals

well as many technical reports (see detailed resume). 


Research grants: During working for King Saud University I had 2 research programs (on Breastfeeding, 2011 and Diabetes. 
2013) were granted full funds (2 million SR each) from the National Plan for Science and Technology (NPST) Program at 
King Abdu Aziz City for Science and Technology (KACST). In 2010 I have conducted research project (175,000 US$) on 
Breastfeeding Practices for UNICEF and Sudan Ministry of Health. In 2005 I have lead a research project for the Arab 
Organization for Agricultural Development (AOAD) on “Nutrition of Rural Women in 7 Arab Countries). 


Training: Moreover, I have extensive experience in developing and conducting training programs (15 Training Programs) in 
nutrition and nutrition related areas. Additionally, I have developed nutrition and health Leadership training programs based 
on International Programs that I have attended such as IFPLP, ANLP, and VLP. Furthermore, I have developed “7 Training 
Manuals” in nutrition and nutrition-related health issues both Arabic and English Languages. As an Educator and Training 
expert I have established (2001) the "Nutrition Center for Training and Research, NCTR" at Ahfad University for Women, 
Sudan, basically, to develop the capacity of the national nutrition workforce. 


Human Nutrition Expert and consultations: At the national level I am currently contributing (as a Nutrition Expert) to the 
“National Food System Transformation workforce” and previously, the “National Dialogues” preparing for the Food System 
Summit, (2021). [have previously consulted by UNICEF and the Sudan Ministry of Health (2008) to develop the first "Sudan 
National Nutrition Policy and Strategies for Implementations". | have also developed the "Sudan Nutrition Country Profile" 
for the FAO, (2005). And developed the "Food, Nutrition and HIV Strategy (2010-2014) for North Sudan" for the WFP. I 
had joint collaborating work with many UN agencies (UNICEF, WFP, WHO, FAO, UNDP, UNAIDS); International 
organization (HelpAge International, AOAD, Population Council, Feinstein International Famine Center, FANTA II 
project, CAFS) and many other NGOs. In the year 2000 I was consulted by HelpAge International to translate their book 
“Better Nutrition for Older People, the book developed by London School of Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, London, 
UK. In 1999 I was assigned by the Government of the Sudan to head the Committee for developing curriculum and writing 
2 Arabic books in “Family Sciences”, first and second levels (Year I, Il & IID, Higher Secondary Schools, Federal 
Ministry of General Education, Government of the Sudan (1999-2003).Currently I am working on writing two books the first 
one is the "Nutrition Anthropology of the Sudan", the second is the "Community Nutrition ". 


Community Work: In 2019 I have established the “Nutrition Center for Training and Capacity Building NCTCB” as a 
private, non-for-profit initiative dedicated to nutrition workforce development.
